Larry C. Blunt, chairman of the 
NEMA home and farm freezer sec- 
tion, told the National Frozen Foods 
Convention in Chicago, however, 
1,050,000 freezers were sold in 1951. 
He commented that annual sales of 
freezers have increased 500% since 
1946. 

Of the NEMA total, 15,445 units 
were sold outside the United States as 
compared with only 5,799 in 1950. 
Upright freezers sold during the year 
numbered 18,123 units. 

Approximately two thirds of all 
freezers sold were in the 11 to 17-cu. 
ft. bracket. About two thirds of the 
remainder were in smaller sizes and 
one third in larger sizes. 

Other statistics compiled by NEMA 
showed clearly the trend to larger 
size freezers since 1946. In both that 
year and in 1947, better than 50% of 
the freezers sold were of less than 
7-cu. ft. capacity. Only 10 to 20% of 
the freezers sold were larger than 
13 cu. ft. 

In 1948, the fastest selling category 
was the 7 to 8.9-cu. ft. group, ac- 
counting for more than 25% of the 
freezers sold. In 1949, this group was 
still the largest, but was barely ahead 
of the 11 to 12.9-cu. ft. category. In

2 Fair Trade Bills

it, the Internal Revenue Bureau

When a retailer buys such articles 
expressly for the purpose of giving 
them away, the sale of the articles 
by the manufacturer, distributor, or 
wholesaler to the retailer is con- 
sidered a sale at retail and the ex- 
cise tax must be paid on that trans- 
action, with the tax to be computed 
on the selling price of the articles 

When a retailer orders a quantity 
of a taxable article with the intention 
of selling some and giving the rest 
away, he should indicate what per- 
centage of the order will be used as 
gifts and what percentage will be 
sold 

When a taxable article is given 
away with the purchase of a non- 
taxable article, the Internal Revenue 
Bureau considers this a combined 
sale and the excise tax is due on 
that part of the combined price rep- 
resented by the taxable article. This 
is figured on the basis of the ratio 
of the regular retail price of the tax- 
able article to the sum of the price 
of that article and the price of the 
non-taxable article if both were sold

of the food supply. Some local in- 
dependent provision companies and 
some of the emalier local grocery 
chains have apparently been the main 
sources thus far. In a few cases re- 
frigerated locker storage plants have 
entered into the picture 

Wholesalers of frozen foods at- 
tending the recent National Frozen 
Foods Convention at Chicago, who 
were queried on the plan, were al- 
most unanimous in stating that 
“under present conditions, we can't 
afford to become involved.” 

“Our customers are the retail food 
merchants,” one food wholesaler ex- 
plained. “If we go around him and 
sell direct to the consumer who has 
a home freezer, we'd be cutting our 
own throats. 

“However, we know that the home 
freezer owner represents a market 
for the purchase of frozen foods in 
quantities, and if the regular grocery 
trade doesn't figure out some way to 
take care of his needs, someone else 
will step into the picture and serve 
him.” 

One statistic that made both pack- 
ers and wholesalers sit up and take 
notice at the Chicago convention was 
the figure showing that the total 
storage capacity represented by 
home freezers now in use in the U. 8. 
would more than take care of the 
total commercial pack of all frozen 
foods put up by U. S. packers in one 
year 


Mayfair Markets Has 
Logical Plan 


The Mayfair Markets, a 28-store 
chain in southern California, has just 
embarked on a tie-in plan with inde- 
pendent appliance dealers selling 
home freezers, a plan that seems to 
be along the lines that could satisfy 
everyone. 

Under the plan, dealers display 
freezers in the Mayfair markets, and 
Mayfair offers to supply quantities 
of frozen foods (including meats) at 
a discount to those who buy the 
freezers. 

In Chicago the House O’Plenty 
used a full-page newspaper advertise- 
ment to announce that its family 
food plan was ready for Chicago 
Copy in the advertisement invited 
participants to “Feed your family 
free one month out of four... 
Home freezer at no extra cost.” The 
claim was made that the plan could 
reduce food costs by 35%. 

In the House O’Plenty plan the 
user would purchase a 17-cu. ft. up- 
right freezer, with the cost of the 
plan payable over 18 months. Users 
would get a new “food box” every 
four months. Those connected with 
the House O’Plenty plan say they ex- 
pect to serve users within a 50-mile 
radius of Chicago 

The company has used classified 
advertisements to enlist salesmen and 
has asked for “dynamic men, experi- 
enced in encyclopedias, sidings, in- 
surance, or appliances.”

42 Window Units Cool Offices Where— 


Bank Didn't Want To Install Ductwork 
And Packaged Units Weren’t Practical 


DETROIT.—What is probably the 
largest single installation of window 
air conditioners ever to be made in 
this area was recently completed for 
the National Bank of Detroit by 
Radoe Refrigeration, Frigidaire com- 
mercial and air conditioning dealer 
here 

In all, 42 Frigidaire window units 
were installed for various offices of 
the Instaloan department of the bank 
with 18 being used to cool one large 
general office occupied by nearly 100 
employes. All of the 18 are 1-hp 
units, and of the entire 42, only eight 
are of the ‘g-hp. size 

UNUSUAL, BUT OBVIOUS 
ANSWER 

Using 18 units to cool a general 
office is unusual, readily admits 
John Hyder of Radoe, who sold and 
supervised the installation of these 
window conditioners 

“Theoretically,” he says, “this office 
could have been air conditioned with 
much less tonnage and perhaps with 
better air distribution if a few large 
package units had been installed. 

“There were several factors, how- 
ever, that made window units the 
obvious answer. For one thing, the 
bank does not own the building but 
leases space. Therefore, if it should 
be necessary to relocate these offices 
at any time, it would be a simple 
matter to move the window units. 

“And even if the bank continues to 
occupy these same quarters for a 
long time, it may decide at some 
future time to remodel the large 
general office into several smaller 
offices. If this took place and big 
package jobs with or without duct- 
work had been installed, changing 
the system around would be quite 
complicated. With the window units, 
however, there'd be no problem.” 


Another point made by Hyder is 
that there isn't as much difference in 
cost between the installation of all 
these window units and a few large 
package units as might be first 
imagined 

The general office, which handles 
the bookkeeping for its Instaloan de- 
partment under the direction of John 
Kenyers, is located on the ninth floor 
of the building. Putting in large 
package units would have meant 
water lines, drains, an evaporative 
condenser, and the cost of these 
things, plus the rigging charges, 
would have run up quite a bill, Hyder 
indicates. Also the large units would 
have taken up floor space 

It was estimated that wiring costs 
would be about the same either way 
since the general office had to be re- 
fired to handle the load of 18 1-hp 
units. 

“The job was wired for 115-volt 
service, and while 230-volt service 
would have been less expensive for 
operating the units, the bank man- 
agement figured that no matter 
where they might ultimately move 
the units, there would always be 115- 
volt current available,” Hyder ex- 
plained 


UNITS INSTALLED QUICKLY 

Incidentally, the Radoe organiza- 
tion must have set some sort of a 
record in connection with the actual 
installation of the units.’ The 18 units 
were installed in the general office 
by two men in only 15 hours! 

This was made possible by the 
careful planning which preceded the 
installation. All the windows were 
measured accurately in advance, for 
example. In doing this it was dis- 
covered that although they all ap- 
peared to be the same width, there 
was actually a difference of as much

Cooled air from this unit travels 
through a total of 40 ft. of ductwork 
rising in S-ahape to the ceiling of 
the storage room, through a former 
transom over the connecting door, 
and into the long traveler duct above 
the fountain. The duct here is 21 by 
18 in., and provides six louvered out- 
lets, to distribute cooled air evenly 
through the store 

For winter heating, the ductwork 
between the 
outlet duct is interrupted by a gas- 
fired unit heater of 150,000 Btu 
output, suspended from the storage 
room ceiling, up out of the way.

ASHVE Research Shows iflucace of Wetther 
On Heat Gains and Losses by Radiation 


ST. LOUIB...On « quiet, cloudless 
night, a well insulated flat roof of a 
building loses 35° more heat than 
when the sky is overcast, 25% more 
than when it is windy and overcast 
and 15% more than when it is windy 
and clear, the American Society of 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers 
was told at its Sth annual meeting 
here 

These figures were cited in a paper 
by George V. Parmelee, research as- 
sociate, and Warren W. Aubele, re- 
search engineer of the ASHVE Re- 
search Laboratory in Cleveland. They 
discussed the nature, magnitude and 
significance of the low temperature 
long-wave-length radiation received 
by building surfaces from the atmos- 
phere, the ground, and other build- 
ing surfaces, as a design factor in 
heat gain and heat loss 

Throughout the day and night the 
exterior surface of a building con- 
tinuously emits radiation, termed 
low temperature § long-wave-length 
radiation. At the same time, it re- 
ceives low temperature, long-wave- 
length radiation from other buildings, 
from the ground, and from the at- 
mosphere 

During the hours of day-light, the 
building surface also receives solar 
radiation, part coming directly from 
the sun, and the balance, diffusely 
from the sky, the ground, and other 
building surfaces by virtue of the 
scattering and reflection of the direct 
rays of the sun 

The ASHVE research engineers 


made observations to evaluate the 
significance of the effect of net ex- 
change of low temperature radiation 
between the exterior surface of 
building section and its surroundings 
on the heat flow through the building 
section 

The significance of the exchange of 
low temperature radiation between 
exterior surfaces of buildings and 
outdoor surroundings in heat loss 
and heat gain calculations as com- 
pared with convective exchanges, 
varies with surface orientation, clear- 
nese of the sky, dry bulb and dew- 
point temperature of the air, and 
wind velocity, they declared 

This radiant exchange, they said, 
cannot be treated by use of an equiv- 
alent surface conductance, but can 
be dealt with by a modification of the 
well-known solair temperature con- 
cept. The authors gave examples of 
measurements of low temperature 
radiation received by vertical and in- 
clined surfaces, declaring however, 
that because of the variability of 
ground surroundings from one loca- 
tion to another, additional observa- 
tions are needed to establish the ap- 
proximate magnitudes and range in 
this value for design use 

“When the sky is completely over- 
cast with a low, thick cloud cover, 
the radiant energy emission of at- 
mosphere and ground very closely 
approximates that of a black body 
at air temperature,” the engineers 
said 

“Correlation of the low tempera- 


ture radiant energy emission of out- 
door surroundings is needed with 
other weather design factors, such as 
cloudiness, solar radiation, dry bulb 
temperature and wind velocity.” 

Both common experience and scien- 
tific investigation show the influence 
of clouds on the loss of heat by ra- 
diation from the earth, the paper 
stated 

“Whereas frost may form on a4 
clear, still night with temperatures 
as high as 40° F. due to rediative 
cooling of the ground and adjacent 
air layers, clouds will effectively re- 
duce this heat loss and pevent frost.”

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1,000-Ton System To Cool Democratic, 
Republican Conventions In Chicago 


CHICAGO—-Chicago will soon have 
its big, permanently air conditioned 
convention hall—thanks to the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties 

Officials of the huge International 
Amphitheater, when notified that 
their building had been selected by 
both parties as the site for the 1952 
national conventions in July, began 
an immediate conversion of the arena 
into the latest type of air conditioned 
structure 

Heart of the air conditioning sys- 
tem will be the four large fan sys- 
tems now used to heat the 12,000- 
person building. The fans will be con- 
verted to air conditioning by the ad- 
dition of cooling coils and filters. 

Working in conjunction with aux- 
iliary air conditioning units, the fans 
will be capable of circulating 290,000 
ef.m.—or enough to completely 
change the air within the shell-like 
arena five times per hour. Additional 
air outlets will be added to the pres- 
ent air distribution duct system, it 
was explained 

The centrifugal refrigeration ma- 
chinery consists of 400 and 600-ton 
machines capable of 1,000 tons of re- 
frigeration. It will circulate chilled 
water to the cooling coils by means 
of pumps and a system of piping. 

Another feature of the air condi- 
tioning system, designed by Minnea- 
polis-Honeywell heating engineers 
working in collaboration with con- 
sulting engineers A. Epstein and 
Sons, and Carrier Corp.'s refrigera- 
tion experts, is a roof spray system 
designed to minimize solar heat pene- 


tration. 

The engineers’ design is based on 
maintaining 80° F. temperature and 
50% relative humidity inside the con- 
vention hall when outside tempera- 
tures register 95° db. and 75° w.b., 
with the capacity occupancy of 12,000 
persons. 

The refrigeration machinery will 
also be capable of producing enough 
refrigeration for a regulation size ice 
hockey rink on the serena floor. 

Conversion of the Amphitheater to 
air conditioning is expected to make 
the building a popular spot for con- 
ventions, athietic events, and enter- 
tainment spectacles the year-round.

PHILADELPHIA Photo dealer 
Al Hibbert here swears that he will 
never do without an air condition- 
ing unit in his darkroom again. He 
has a 3',-ton packaged unit there 
now to provide comfortable work- 
ing conditions for the photo finishers 

“We do all our photo dnishing in 
the basement of our store which has 
been completely adapted to this type 
of work,” Hibbert related. “We have 
three employes working there all 
year round and about eight during 
the summer months. 

“As everyone understands, develop- 
ing must take place in the darkness 
This means cutting off any openings 
that permit light to enter the dark- 
room. All doors must be closed and 
every other place that light comes 
in must be blocked off. In doing this 
you automatically cut off air circula- 
tion and it really gets uncomfortably 
warm.” 

When the darkroom isn't being 
used for developing, enlargers and 
other equipment using strong lights 
add to the heat load in the room. 
With eight employes working there 


in the summer, the heat becomes 
quite uncomfortable. Even in the fall 
and winter months the air got so 
close that employes had to leave 
their work to get freah air 

Hibbert said that as a result, in- 
stallation of the air conditioner bas 
already more than paid for itself in 
increased production by the employes 
and through cutting employe 
over to a minimum 

According to Hibbert, sir coming 
from the air conditioner is ducted 
toward the basement walls and away 
from chemical solutions that are sen- 
sitive to changes in temperature This 
also preventa the creation of drafts 
The fact that the darkroom is com- 
pletely enclosed also cuts down on 
the load, allowing the unit to operate 
with a minimum of running time 

“In summer and winter,” Hibbert 
said, “our air conditioning unit is one 
of our best business assets, Now that 
it has worked out so well in our dark 
room, we are going to add another 
packaged unit in our store to make 
shopping during the summer months 
just as comfortabie.”

The Rays became interested in ac- 
quiring a freezer due to the enthusi- 
astic remarks of farm friends who 
owned one. “So one day we bought 
a pig and then went out and bought 
a“ freezer,” Mra. Ray said. 

Mrs. Ray has found her freezer to 
be of tremendous help, particularly 
because she is a very busy woman 
with little leisure time. For one thing, 
she does all the family's cooking, 
housekeeping, and laundry, and 
makes her own clothes 

That's quite a job in itself, as any 
mother of four sons (ages 8, 14, 17, 
and 20) well knows. But Mrs. Ray 
also works three or four days a week 
as @ practical nurse at a hospital. 

The Rays really make their freezer 
save time and money for them 
Whereas Mrs. Ray used to can all 
the vegetables produced in the gar- 
den, she now freezes everything but 
tomatoes at a big saving in time 
and effort 

Meat is purchased in quantities to 
save money. For example, the family 
buys a whole pig or a half a beef. 


Steaks Are Cheaper 
Than Hamburger 


“We can have steaks this way 
cheaper than if we bought hamburger 
at the store,” Mrs. Ray pointed out. 
“A while ago we paid 50 cents a 
pound for beef. Why that’s cheaper 
than bologna. We take the beef to 
the grocery store and as the butcher 
cuts it up, I wrap it. Then I take it 
home and put it in the freezer.” 

Since the boys like to hunt and fish 
and do a lot of both, there is also 
plenty of game in the freezer. 
Chickens are purchased in quantity 
(maybe a dozen at a time), and tur- 
keys are obtained from friends in

Pastry is another item that goes 
into the freezer in quantity. Mrs. 
Ray bakes a dozen pies at one time, 
she said, and the same with cakes. 
Leftover bread doesn't go to waste; 
it goes into dressing and then into 
the freezer 

Ice cream is purchased 2% gals. at 
a time. When soups are made in a 
large cooker, what isn't eaten at the 
time is put into the freezer. 

“If visitors should pop in unex- 
pectedly,” Mrs. Ray observed, “I'm 
all set.” 

Mrs. Ray was all set, too, the time 
she went to Florida for five weeks to 
recuperate from an illness. 

“About the only thing I did the 
whole week before I left,” she said, 
“was to prepare food for the freezer 
so the boys would have plenty to 
eat things like pies, cakes, beef 
stew. I don't think they even knew 
I was gone until the food in the 
freezer was gone.”

“Fortunately, the freezer was well 
stocked,” said Mrs. Ray. “Even 
though we didn’t have any money 
coming in, we really ate!” 

During the summer, the older Ray 
boys work at odd jobs. Here again 
the freezer is put to good use. Mrs. 
Ray prepares sandwiches, pastry, and 
other items in advance and stores 
them in the freezer. When it's time 
to fix lunches for the boys, a trip 
to the freezer is about all that's 
necessary. 
To indicate how extensively the 
freezer is used, here are just some 
of the items that were in the unit on 
a recent day: 

Corn, beets, green pepper, cucum- 
bers, peaches, strawberries, melon 
balls, and beans—all from the Ray 
yard and garden; a possum, six 
rabbits, a squirrel, and several fish— 
all brought home from hunting and 
fishing trips; and beef, pork, turkeys, 
and chickens. Also pointed out by 
Mrs. Ray was vegetable and turkey 
soup, and chop suey 

The freezer was nearly full at the 
time but it would have been entirely 
filled, Mrs. Ray explained, except 
that it was being gradually emptied

“One day I found a half a dozen 
snowballs in the freezer,” Mrs. Ray 
laughed. “Bobby thought it would be 
wonderful to be able to throw snow- 
balls in June.

Little “Super’ Pays Big Dividend 
Combination Miniature Self-Serve Meat Dept., 
Locker Plant Works Together for Good Profit 


WACO, Texas--It isn’t necessary 
for a food store to be a “super-giant” 
in order to build its meat sales 
through self-service, according to 
Leon Jacobsen, owner of the Tom 
Thumb supermarket here 

Jacobsen, anxious to build his meat 
sales in a middle-income residential 
district, surprised the Waco food re- 
tailing trade when he converted a 
former service type of meat market 
into a 100°; self-service variety. The 
result was a “miniature self-service 
department” equipped with three Mc- 
Cray self-service display cases, all 
occupying less than 25 ft. of space 

“We found that the reason we were 
losing many meat sales to large 
supermarkets in the downtown dis- 
trict was this very self-service,” 
Jacobsen says. “Therefore, in order 
to hold and boost our business, we 
had to offer more than the bigger 
competitor.” 

Jacobsen’s next step was to in- 
stall a 250-unit locker plant, remodel- 
ing a former storeroom, at the left- 


rear of the grocery store for the 
purpose tefrigerated with York 
equipment, the lockers rent at $15.50 
and $18.50 per year, and give budget- 
minded customers an opportunity to 
buy large quantities of meat at lower 
prices, and store them conveniently 
in the supermarket. 


The locker plant proved an excel- 
lent investment from the outset, and 
began boosting the number of cus- 
tomers visiting the store to almost 
double, within the first few month's 
time. 


With this variety of refrigerated 
services for his customers, the Texas 
grocer has likewise come up with an- 
other “ace.” This has been custom 
barbecuing of beef, pork, ribs, and 
chicken, an operation which is 
carried out through every selling day 
of the year. 

Barbecued meats, which sell at an 
average of $1.25 per pound, are pre- 
pared in savory sauces, in the locker 
plant processing room, immediately 
behind the self -service meat cases.

them. If there are several news- 
papers in your city, which is the 
most popular among factory people’ 
Possibly a local radio show, featur- 
ing a type of entertainment of spe-

Or, conceivably, you might be los- 
ing out with the so-called “better 
class”.the white collar trade. It 
might be because your store is situ- 
ated on a street that is no longer 
considered to be “stylish,” or it 
might be because of a lot of other 
things Maybe your advertising 
could be the reason. It could be that 
it has gone too far in ballyhooing 
cut prices, and its cheap bargain 
basement look has repelled people of 
taste and discrimination. If so, here 
is an objective that belongs in your 
plan 

Or I've seen it happen many 
times.your establishment is no 
longer the “thing to do”.-no longer 
“smart™.no longer the vogue, es- 
pecially among the younger set 
(And, whatever you do, don’t under- 
estimate the vital importance of your 
city's young people to the continuous 
growth of your business). Your 
thoughtful consideration of this 
question may suggest an objective to 
set down your blueprint-a new 1952 
decor for your place of business as 
well as for your advertising 


LACK OF CONTINUITY WEAKENS 
ADVERTISING 


Or it might be that your adver- 
tising lacks continuity and impact 
That's a common fault. If you are 
an in-and-outer, and most planiess 
advertisers are in-and-outers, I sug- 
gest that a firm policy of never-say- 
die continuity should be the grand 
strategy of your blueprint. 

Most likely, if you are an in-and- 
outer, you are also a splurger, a big, 
loud splash today, and not another 
inch of space for another three 
weeks. Not in every situation, of 
course, but in most cases I'll bet my 
money on 96 % pages, or 192 ‘i. 
pages, over a year, than 12 full 
pages. Week-in-and-week-out, or day- 
in-and-day-out continuity, is one of 
the big reasons for the effectiveness 
of radio 

One of your objectives might be 
that of consolidating your forces 
ie, your dollars—for greater im- 
pact. Too many advertisers, for the 
very reason that they have no blue- 
print.-weaken the impact of their

Select the two or three forms of 
media dictated by your blueprint 
and stay with them. 

All of the foregoing looks like a 
lot of work, and it is. But consider 
its importance. You may think of 
yourself as a manufacturer or a mer- 
chant, a wholesaler or a restaurant 
keeper, and so you are. But, above 
all, you are a salesman. 

Your success depends on your 
ability to persuade people to buy 
your goods or your service. Adver- 
tising is salesmanship, and as such 
it deserves the best thinking. 


Supreme Court To Review 
M-H Quantity Discount 
System at FTC Request 


WASHINGTON, D. C..-A decision 
that upheld a quantity discount pric- 
ing system used by Minneapolis- 
Honeywell Regulator Co. will be re- 
viewed by the U. S. Supreme Court. 
The decision had been criticized by 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

The Seventh Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals affirmed two parts of an FTC 
order against the company dealing 
with alleged violations of the FTC 
act and the Clayton act. However, 
one part of the order was reversed 
by this court. 

This one part ordered the com- 
pany to stop giving quantity dis- 
counts to customers who purchased 
large numbers of automatic controls 
for oil burners. In requesting the high 
court to review the decision, the FTC 
claimed these discounts were not 
completely justified by cost con- 
siderations, nor were they made in 
good faith to meet competition.

Portable Low Temp. Cabinets Will Pull Down 
To -100° F. for Aircraft Instrument Tests 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.—-For the 
development and test of aircraft in- 
struments two manufacturers here 
are using low temperature test cabi- 
nets built by Conrad Industrial 
Coolers of Holland, Mich., reveals 
Charlies Conrad, head of the refrig- 
eration firm. 


One company, Courter Electric 
Products, is using a Conrad portable 
test chamber that pulls down as low 
as -100° F. with a control of vacuum 
to reproduce altitudes as high as 
85,000 ft. The cabinet made for Lear 
likewise pulls down to -100° F. but 
has no vacuum pump. 


Refrigeration system devised by 
Conrad employs “Freon-13" and 
“Freon-22” in a cascade system com- 
prising two hermetically sealed com- 
pressors, which does not require 
pumping down. Using 115-volt 60- 
cycle single phase current, the self- 
contained units make the system 
completely portable. Plug-in electri- 
cal and water line connections can 
be conveniently made, according to 
Conrad. 

The cabinet of the unit used by 
Courter Electric is 41 in. long, 42 in. 
high, and 30 in. deep, and has an 
insulating viewing window in the 
front containing eight panes of glass. 
The inner and outer panes are of 
safety glass. 

Installed inside the cold chamber is 
the 2-cu. ft. altitude chamber which

sible heat from condenser water 
piped from its electric generating 
steam plant. 


Water which is warmed in conden- 
sing operations at the Gadsby gen- 
erating plant is carried by pipes to 
the operations center and nearby 
warehouse and garage 

First the condenser water goes 
through flooring in the parking space 
in the garage and thence to a pent- 
house atop the operations building. 
Here the water, which is now at a 
temperature of leas than 85° F., is 
circulated through fresh air temper- 
ing coils. This heated air is circu- 
lated through the operations center. 

After leaving the tempering coils, 
the water is piped to the “equipment 
vault” housing the “Freon-12” heat 
pump which extracts much of the 
heat remaining in the water. 

Heat extracted by the system is 
used to warm air circulated through 
the operations center. 

Main purpose of the heat pump, of 
course, is to recover heat from the 
condenser water which would other- 
wise be lost.

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Capillary Ends Short-Cycling 
On 2-Temperature Systems 


On many combination freezer and 
cooler jobs which employ a blower 
unit in the higher temperature cooler 
controlled by a thermostat and liquid 
line solenoid, there is frequently an 
annoying short cycle 

The short cycle is caused by resi- 
dual refrigerant vaporizing in the 
blower after the unit has cut out 

This short cycle can be eliminated 
by soldering a short length of capil- 
lary tubing from one side of the low 
temperature check valve to the other, 
advises Art de Desrochers of Wenat- 
chee, Wash 

The capillary tubing allows the 
residual refrigerant to bleed back 
and condense in the cold coils. While 
it also allows the refrigerant to bleed 
back under normal working pres- 
sures, the feed is not sufficient to 
cause a frost-back, he says

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Designing Residential Equipment 


Adaptability to Varying Temperatures and Architecture Is Vital 
As Well as Simplicity, Compactness, and Safety 


NEW ORLEANS—Future requirements in the design of package 
air conditioners for residential, commercial, and industrial applications 
were discussed at length at an air conditioning conference held during 
the annual meeting of the American Society of Refrigerating Engineers. 

Three of the discussions have already been published in the News 
in previous instalments, and in this, the concluding article, are pre- 
sented the views of W. A. Grant, director of research for Carrier Corp., 
and G. E. May, assistant chief engineer of New Orleans Public Service 
Co., plus some of the general questions and answers which followed 


the talks. 


In discussing the problem of de- 
signing air conditioning equipment 
for residential applications, Grant of 
Carrier emphasized that “there is a 
great variety of residential design 
and locations” which greatly compli- 
cate the problem. 

Not only is there a great variation 
in climate within even the continental 
United States, but the construction 
and design of houses varies all over 
the lot from sprawling ranch type 


homes in both warm and cold cli- 
mates to multi-story homes, he 
pointed out. 


“Maybe we should forget the pre- 
vious ideal of maintaining 70° F. in 
winter and 80° F. in summer. I 
think that 75° F. is a good figure 
to maintain for year-round systems,” 
Grant declared. 

“Humidity should also be consid- 
ered, especially in r. It should 
be kept below 50%. And your nose 
can tell when the humidity gets too 
high. 


Year-Round Units Need 
Wide Range of Capacity 


“For residential applications a 
year-round package will have to be 
offered in a range of capacity. For 
heating you'll need units ranging 
from 65,000 Btu. per hour up to 
200,000 B.t.u. per hour capacity, and 
from 2 to 5 tons capacity in cooling. 
Dehumidification capacity must be 
adequate because of the odor prob- 
lem 


“The ratio between heating and 
cooling capacity required varies from 
house to house and from place to 
place,” Grant commented. “Thus, 
the design of the equipment must be 
such to permit flexible ratios of heat- 
ing and cooling capacity. 

“Residential jobs are usually char- 
acterized by infrequent replacement 
of filters. This means that the sys- 
tems will have low face velocity. 

“Such residential units must like- 
wise have a low nise level,” he said. 
“They mustn't add any more noise 
to a house than would good heating 
equipment. Noise is usually con- 
tributed largely by the fan, yet the 
system must be large enough to 
dispose of a large quantity of heat 
during the cooling season. 

“Where will this all-year package 
be located? The air conditioning 
unit may be placed in the basement, 
the garage, attic, or closet. This 
means, then, that the package must 


be extremely flexible to meet the 
requirements of all these locations 
It must be small enough to go 
through 30-in. doors and fit the low 
ceilings of most homes. 

“Installation in closets would take 
up least of the user’s room, but such 
a location is quite a challenge to the 
designer because the components of 
the unit must be accessible,” pointed 
out Grant. 


Automatic Controt 
Is a Must 


“Automatic control is a must. The 
switch-over from heating to cooling 
and vice-versa can be frequent in 
mild seasons, so no pump-down will 
be permitted. Yet the controls will 
have to be simple. 

“Safety, life of the equipment, and 
maintenance are also important prob- 
lems in residential applications of 
year-round systems. Obviously, no 
hazards can be permitted, and the 
unit must last as long as heating 


equipment. Don't blow chilled air 
through the heating equipment 
either,” warned Grant. 

Current and future trends in 


energy sources for the operation of } 


air conditioning units—-which may 
have considerable bearing on the 
expansion of the air conditioning 
industry—-were touched upon at the 
conference by May of the New Or- 
leans utility. 


Atomic Energy Dismissed 
For Near Future 


“There are only three sources of 
energy that need concern us here: 
Atomic power, electricity, and gas or 
liquid fuels,” May declared. “As for 
the future of atomic energy, that's 
anybody's guess. However, I doubt if 
there'll be packaged atomic power in 
the near future. 

“In the future it will become stand- 
ard to wire homes for 220-volt serv- 
ice as well as 110. Three-phase will 
also come into more general use. 
Three-phase almost doubles the ca- 
pacity of existing distribution lines, 
and we may find that 3 hp. may be 
the breaking point between single 
and three-phase service. 

“Interruptions of electrical service 
will be increasingly infrequent, and 
voltage regulation by power compa- 
nies will improve,” May promised.

“The quality of electrical service 
will also improve so that there'll be 
constant voltage despite load varia- 
tions and starting currents. The 
trend will also be toward standardiz- 
ing of service,” he declared. “All 
utilities will eventually go to 60 
eyele current, which will relieve 
problems of many manufacturers. In 
many localities the heat pump will 
replace other forms of heating

When the conference was opened 
to questions from the floor, one of 
the first was: 

“Are there any statistics or data 
available proving the beneficial effect 
of air conditioning on employe effi- 
ciency?" 

A. “Attempts to get centralized 
correlation of this data haven't been 
successful and probably won't be in 
the near future.” 

Q. “As we go from summer to 
winter air conditioning, shouldn't 
more emphasis be placed on the 
matter of air distribution and air 
motion within the conditioned space?" 

A. “Air distribution in a residence 
is very important but it doesn't im- 
pose any particular limitations on 
the designer of package units,” re- 
plied Grant of Carrier. “There are 
methods available for changing the 
air volume for heating and cooling.”

Q. “What is the importance of 
humidity during the heating cycle’ 
Is there a need to reverse the hu- 
midity control in switching from 
cooling to humidity?” 

A. “Humidity should be kept below 
SO all year around. There has been 
no definite proof that humidification 
ia needed during winter.’ 

The statement by Grant that 75° 
F. should be maintained year around 
by an all-year air conditioning sys- 
tem was received skeptically by 
many at the conference. Speaking 
in his defense, M. K. Fahnestock of 
the University of Illinois, who has 
directed much research into this and 
other problems, commented 


What Is Best Temperature? 


“The most desirable temperature 
may vary with different types of 
people and those of different ages 
and different states of health, but for 
the average person in normal health 
75° is most commonly acceptable 
We shouldn't be too alarmed at go- 
ing to 75° F. 

“We've changed our clothing habits 
in recent years. Nutrition has im- 
proved. And we know that human 
individuals have wonderful adapta- 
bility. What is the best humidity’ 
We're fairly sure now that a normal 
individual can't tell the difference 


between 25 and 60% rh. at a tem- 
perature of 75°."

thermostat is usually set between 
73° and 76° F. to eliminate com- 
plaints from occupants. As for hu- 
midity, odors definitely become a 
problem in residences when the hu- 
midity gets too high 

The impertant matter of water 
supplies in relation to air condition- 
ing equipment brought forth some 
further comments by Gonzales of 
Airtemp 

“If we consider the uses that water 
is put to, very little water is actu- 
ally ‘consumed.’ Most water is used 
to carry away some undesired prod- 
uct. If a person washes his car, for 
example, he doesn't say the water 
has been ‘wasted,’ but when water is 
used to carry away heat, we speak 
of it as being ‘waste’ water 

“The refrigeration and air condi- 
tioning industry have pioneered in 
the conservation of water, yet air 
conditioning and refrigeration have 
been selected for punitive and dis- 
criminatory action. Merely legialat- 
ing against refrigeration and air 
conditioning won't solve the basic 
problem. In the meantime, we in our 
industry would do well to refer to it 
as ‘used’ water not ‘waste’ water.”

We have seen incidenta where the 
retailer has further increased the 
costs of his frozen food operation by 
placing his open top cabinet near an 
entrance door or near a unit heater 
or an electric fan 

Such air turbulence at the cabi- 
net location causes an overload on 
the refrigeration capacity of the 
cabinet resulting in high maintenance 
costa, short cabinet life, and continu 
ous high temperatures that drain 
quality from the frozen products 

These same coatiy conditions are 
again created by the retailer himeelf 
when he loads his cabinet above the 
safe loading line and 33% of them 
do 

He further adda to his costs when 
he neglecta to remove the frost ac- 
cumulation from his cabinet § at 
periodic intervals. Thia is becoming 
a lesser problem with the gaining 


popularity of the self-defrosting, air- 
eireulating cabinet, yet 48%

matter of fact, only 18% of the re- 
tailers have thermometers for check- 
ing the temperature of their cabinet 

“Bome check by squeezing pack- 
ages to see if they are soft. This is 
a reliable test, but the trouble with 
it is that when a positive result is 
observed, the damage has already 
been done. It is certainly surprising 
to note the awe with which many 
retailers regard a thermometer 

Their main problem in correctly 
merchandising frozen foods is a 
problem of temperature, yet the idca 
of owning a thermometer apparently 
has never occurred or even been sug- 
gested to them 

This point was forcefully illus- 
trated to me while checking the tem- 
perature at the top of a series of 
beautiful new cabinets in a large re- 
tail outlet. The air temperature en- 
tering the cabinet from the refrig- 
eration source was -4° F. and the 
temperature at the top of the pack- 
ages in a correctly loaded cabinet 
was -2° F 

The next cabinet of identical de- 
sign was loaded with two layers of 
packages above the safe load level 
The temperature at the top of these 
packages was 18° F. 


Ignorance of Proper 
Conditions Partly To Blame 


“The manager of the frozen food 
department was not aware of this 
mistake because he did not know 
that zero was the temperature re- 
quired nor did he have any way of 
knowing what the temperature actu- 
ally was 

“It is not surprising, then, that 
surveys of cabinet temperature made 
during the past five years present a 
picture that is not at all pleasing.” 

Morin then produced a series of 
bar graphs showing the per cent of 


o- 


cabinet temperatures that were found | 


to fall within the following tempera- 
ture group: 0 to below, 1 to 5, 6 to 
10, 11 to 15, and 16 and over. These 
are air temperatures taken at the 
top of the cabinet load 

“In the 1948 survey,” 


Morin said, | 


“32% were found to be 16° F. or | 


above and only 14% were 0° F. or 
below. The distribution between 1° 
F. and 15° F. follows a normal pat- 
tern of distribution within the es- 
tablished upper and lower limits. In 
1949, a very similar pattern of dis- 
tribution was found 

“In 1950, we found a sharp de- 
crease in the number of cabinets ruh- 


and a substantial decrease in the 11 
to 15 group. But again the 0° F. and 
below group was not increased. The 
increase is found in the two groups 
between 1 and 10 

“In 1952, we show very little im- 
provement over the 1951 record. In 
fact, the 11 to 15° group increased 
from 6 to 10% 


Emphasis Should Be 
On 0° F. Cabinet Group 


“Putting the five graphs together, 
we can see the pattern or trend of 
temperatures over the past five 
years. The 0° F. and below group 
has remained relatively constant. This 
is the group that we should increase 

“The 1 to 5 group has shown an 
increase that is substantial but seems 
to be leveling out. The 6 to 10 group 
has shown a progressive increase but 
it too seems to have reached its 
peak. The 11 to 15 group has shown 
a slight decrease over the past two 
years as has the 16 and over. 

“Certainly the 13 still remaining 
at 16° and over is an indication that 
much of our frozen food is reaching 
the consumer in pretty bad condi- 
tion. 

“With the better designed cabinets 
that have appeared during the past 
few years, it would seem that the 
improvement in temperature condi- 
tions would be much more impressive 
than it actually is. 

“It is true that there are still many 
old style cabinets in use that are in- 
capable of holding temperature of 0° 
F. or below, but it must be concluded 
that much of this present day high 
temperature problem at the retail 
outlets is due to one of the follow- 
ing factors:

Education Needed at

“The solution of our problems at 
the retail level depends upon our 
ability to make every retailer under- 
stand that the quality of frozen foods 
is a delicate and perishable thing. He 
has been educated to respect the need 
for proper refrigeration of dairy and 
meat products and for the need of 
sufficiently dry storage for other 
grocery items. 

“I realize that selling our story to 
the retailer is doubly difficult. First, 
the great» number of individuals in- 
volved makes any educational pro-

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gram difficult (there are, I believe, 
about 390,000 retail outlets) and 
second, the individuals involved may 
tend to be indifferent because frozen 
foods represent only a part of their 
source of income. 

“Nevertheless, the job is there to 
be done and it behoves everyone in 
our industry coming in contact with 
the retailer to tell it well. 

“This, of course, is placing a large 
part of the burden on the distribu- 
tors who have close and frequent 
contact with the retailers but it will 
not cost them any more to have their 
salesmen sell this point of better han- 
dling along with selling the product. 

“No matter what a salesman may 
be selling, he is a better salesman 
for knowing and discussing with cus- 
tomers the requirements and limita- 
tions of the product he sells. 

A year or so ago our frozen food 
association published a brochure and 
a paper covering these points in de- 
tail, These had a rather wide dis- 
tribution at that time. 

“It might be well to revive them 
because this probiem is not one that 
can be brought to the retailers’ at- 
tention every year or two, but is one 
that should be constantly presented 
to him by those in the frozen food 
industry who contact him. 

“It would not be fair to leave this 
discussion without pointing out that 
all is not dark on the retail front. 
There is about one out of seven retail 
stores that is doing a first rate job 
of selling. Undoubtedly these stores 
account for a great deal more than 
a seventh of the total retail sales.

Meat Wholesaler Freezes Beefburgers In Minutes with -40 Room 


Customers Welcome 
Easy, Fast Preparation 
And Portion Control 


DETROIT.—Rapid freezing of 2,500 
to 3,000 Ibs. a day of beefburgers, 
cube steaks, and similar meat prod- 
ucts for the wholesale trade is now 
being done by the Tasty Chip Steak 
Co. here following installation of 
new refrigeration equipment. 

Three refrigerated rooms, includ- 
ing one that operates at -40° F., 
were installed by Detroiter Refrigera- 
tor Mfg. Co., Hussmann distributor 
here, to speed up processing opera- 
tions of the meat wholesaling firm. 

Established a mere four years ago, 
the company has built up a thriving 
trade by supplying some 20 varieties 
of frozen meat products to restau- 
rants, hotels, supermarkets, and the 
smaller independent stores, according 
to William Christ and William 
Mehrie, who head the firm. 

“Many people nowadays want to 
prepare a meal in a hury. With our 
frozen meats they can drop the cube 
steaks, say, in a pan and fry them 
quickly,” explain the owners. “For 
restaurants the chief advantage .we 
offer is ‘portion control,’ which is a 
very important factor in successful 
restaurant operation.” 

The three refrigerated rooms con- 
sist of a 16 by 27-ft. cooler main- 
tained at 35° to 36° F. where meat 
is held prior to processing, the 11 
by 27-ft. freezer operating at -40° 
F., and a 16 by 27-ft. holding room 


kept at 0° to 10° where the product ° 


is held after freezing until it is de- 
livered to the market or restaurant. 

The systems for the cooler and 
holding rooms were designed along 
conventional lines. Gravity coils sus- 
pended from the ceiling in the cooler 
are connected to a 2-hp. Copeland 


condensing unit. The holding room is | 


refrigerated by means of a Thermo- 
bank system powered off a 5-hp. 
machine. 

It was the freezer room, however, 
that posed the more difficult problem, 
for not only is there a heavy product 


load, but there’s also a considerable — 


service load. Most of the meat is 
frozen in about 30 minutes and trays 
of meats are wheeled in and out of 
the freezer at frequent intervals. 

Design for this was engineered by 
Albert J. Mattes, general manager 
of J. M. Oberc, Inc., Detroit parts 
wholesaler, while the installation was 
made under the direct supervision | 
of Harvey Whitsett, who is in charge 
of refrigeration installation and serv- 
ice for Detroiter Refrigerator. 

The freezer room has 30 hp. of re- | 
frigeration capacity supplied by four 
7%-hp. Copeland hermetic units 
which employ “Freon-22” as the re- 
frigerant. These machines are con- 
nected to five stands of Kold-Hold 
plates to permit shelf freezing. Four 
of the stands consist of nine 108 by | 
22-in. plates while the fifth stand has 
nine 84 by 22-in. plates. 

Circuiting of the plate stands was 
arranged to provide an approximate- 
ly equal load on each of the four 
condensing units, the _ refrigerant 
being fed to the coils through some 
15 Detroit expansion valves. 

Having four separate units and 
systems gives the plant standby pro- 
tection, it is pointed out. If some- 
thing should go wrong with one ma- 
chine or system, the remaining three 
could maintain the freezer room as 
low as -20° F.

Moreover, copper could be used to 
fabricate condensers and evapora- 
tors, and copper tubing could be used 
for refrigerant lines, which again 
was something that was not permiasi- 
ble with ammonia. Not only was 
copper sheet easier to fabricate, and 
copper tubing easier to use than iron 
pipe, but corrosion was reduced. 

For household refrigerators and 
small commercial systems, the suc- 
tion pressure for sulphur dioxide was 
favorable. The suction pressure for 
a household refrigerator was a 14° 
evaporator, was 0 gauge, which made 
it easy on the compressor shaft seal. 

For ice cream cabinets, the suction 
pressure had to be low as 15 in 
vacuum. This was a decided disad- 
vantage, for if a leak occurred on the 
low side of the system, air and mois- 
ture were drawn in to the system. 
Even if the air was dry, this resulted 
in excessive head pressures, lower 
capacities, and motor overload 


MOISTURE IN SO, SYSTEMS 


If the air contained much moisture, 
the situation was bad. Adding water 
(HO) to sulphur dioxide (SO¢) 
forma H,S8O,, which is sulphurous 
acid, a close cousin to sulphuric acid 
(H,8O0,). Sulphurous acid is quite 
corrosive, and very actively attacks 
most of metals of which the equip- 


ment is made copper, brass, iron, 
steel, etc

corroded and blackened, and they

Sulphur dioxide, dry, is a fine re-

Even with these precautions, there 
is usually some corrosion in an SOs» 
system. When opened, the parts are 
generally found to be darkened, if

not worse, resulting from corrosion. 

Many of the old sulphur jobs still 
in use have been changed over to 
“Freon-12.” It is not necessarily true 
that this is good practice, for there 
is not likely to be any improvement. 

There is very little difference in 
the “efficiency” of any of the com- 
mon refrigerants, and for the same 
amount of motor current, there is 
very little difference in the amount of 
refrigeration produced. In fact, what 
little difference there is favors BO», 
for the horsepower per ton of refrig- 
eration is a little lower for SO, than 
for “Freon-12." 

If the equipment needs overhaul- 
ing anyway, and perhaps moderniz- 
ing by replacing the old low-side 
float type evaporator with a blower- 
type coil and expansion valve, then 
conversion over to “Freon-12" is often 
justified. 

Also, there is not the hazard of 
asphyxiating the occupants in case 
of a leak; and the job is easier to 
service. Apartment house multiples 
with a number of apartments oper- 
ated by one machine are safer if 
changed over from sulphur to 
“Freon-12.” 


There are other circumstances that 


may make it advisable to change 
from sulphur to “Freon,” but a prac- 
tice of changing all SO, jobs over to 
“Freon” is not justified In many 
cases, the cost of the change-over is 
prohibitive, and the user will be 
better off to put in a complete new 
modern installation. 

If the change-over is to be made, 
there are a number of things to be 
taken into consideration: 


compressor 
displacement; compressor oil return 
design; the type of shaft seal; the 


type of evaporator, particularly its 
oil return arrangement and what 
type of refrigerant control it has; 
float valve; expansion valve; etc 

If the pressure control is to be con- 
tinued, has it the necessary range’ 
If the machine is water cooled, can 
the water valve be readjusted for the 
higher pressures’? How clean is the 
inside of the system” Is it corroded 
enough that it will not pay to try 


and clean it and replace those parts | 


that are excessively corroded? 
Next week we will examine some 
of these questions in detail,

It was reported to the board of 
directors that the Federal Trade 
Commission was conferring with «a 
number of other trade associations 
within the industry on the RACCA 
petition to establish fair trade prac- 
tice rules for the industry. After 
these conferences, it was said, Ames 
Williams, FTC attorney handling the 
petition, would submit his findings to 
the commission for further action. 


RACCA is also seeking to induce 


tion and air conditioning is not 
recognized as a separate craft by the 
code and has no separate status. It 
was that the Institute of 
Architects had invited RACCA to 
submit an article for its professional 
journal which would state RACCA’s 
position on why refrigeration and air 
conditioning specifications should be 
written separately. 

The directors to amend 
the constitution to the effect that 
there shall be one representative 
from each local association to sit on 
the board as well as the present 
board elected at the annual conven- 
tion.

Also held in Miami at the time of 
the RACCA board meeting was a 
state-wide meeting of Florida con- 
tractors, under the sponsorship of the 
Air Conditioning and Refrigeration 
Contractors of Miami. Miami Con- 
tractors in charge of the meeting in- 

luded Col. Richard B. Wiley, Howard 
Davis, Dudley Cawthon, J. W. Hend- 
ricks, Armand Cowan, J. R. Turpin, 
Jr., J. J. Harris, and J. B. Singer. 

The Florida contractors heard talks 
by Nate Edelstein, executive vice 
president of RACCA, and T. A. Reina, 
national organization president. 

Edelstein discussed the activities of 
RACCA in seeking to end the “unfair 
competition of dairies, ice cream and 
beverage manufacturers” in the sale 
of commercial refrigeration equip- 
ment. He also discussed the cam- 
paign to convince and induce archi- 
tects and mechanical engineers to 
treat the refrigeration and air con- 
ditioning business as separate and 
distinct crafts, and of RACCA's work 
with local refrigeration codes. 

“Good business relationships be- 
tween competitors will greatly en- 
hance the general reputation of the 
industry in the local area,” Reina 
told the Florida contractors. 

RACCA's president stated that un- 
fortunately, an association is most 
strongly supported when there is a 
major problem or problems to be 
solved; when there is no emergency 
and none is imminent, members who 
are shortsighted lose interest. They 
forget that there must be an asso- 
ciation ready at the time of any 
emergency to step into the breach.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 5) 
resale price maintenance agreement 
between a manufacturer and one sell- 
er could not be considered binding on 
all other sellers, even those who did 
not want to sign such agreements. 
The other court decision was that in 
the Wentling case, which held that 
“fair trade” did not cover sales 
where the seller was a resident of 
one state, and the purchaser a resi- 
dent of another. 

The bill reported by the Judiciary 
Committee would state that Congress 
intended to permit non-signers to be 
bound by resale price maintenance 
agreements, where state laws s0 
specify, and it would permit state 
laws to cover most interstate sales. 

However, the Judiciary Committee 
bill puts certain qualifications on 
these points. It provides that any re- 
tailer who did not want to abide by 


“fair trade” prices could use as an | 


absolute defense against any court 
suit by a manufacturer the fact that 
the latter had not made a reasonable 
effort to get the retailer's competitors 
to observe the minimum prices. 

It also states that the contracts 
could not stipulate both maximum 
and minimum selling prices—only 
the minimum price. Another restric- 
tion limits agreements to those cases 
where the manufacturer sets the 
prices—elimating it where the whole- 
saler sets the prices. Another quali- 
fication is that “fair trade” could 
not cover sales to or from a state 
which does not have a fair trade law.
